Why isn’t a firecracker a 
piece of cake ? 

Sounds silly. But, to let the 
fu.se burn down close to the 
powder, why is a firecracker, 
anyhow ? 

Thou.sanda of Orange county 
citizens tomorrow will burn up 
many thousands of dollars in 
Roman (iandl" skyrockets and 
pinwheels. By * they’ll be 
.so tired they’ll i I like the 
pinwheels are in their heads. 

When they stop to think 
about it. all the folks will re¬ 
member they are celebrating 
the nation’s Independence day. 
But not many will have time to 
ask themselves why a fire¬ 
cracker is a firecracker. They 
won t be particularly interest¬ 
ed in figuring out why they 
celebrate the Fourth of July by 
shooting fireworks instead of 
eating cake and turkey like they 
do on Thanksgiving day, or pre¬ 
senting folks with gifts like they 
do on Christmas. 

Why is a firecracker? 

Philip Dowds says: "It’s just 
a carryover of a silly custom 
that .should be aboli.shed” 
Dowds evidently favors a safe 
and sane Fourth. 

But apparently fi~eworks on 
the Fourth aren’t so common 
in .some parts of the country. 
A. T. Holmes, cigar stand pro¬ 
prietor, .said when he came to 
California from Texas, he was

No ‘Gold Digger’ 


More than 350 armed men, car¬ 
rying revolvers, .shotguns and 
clubs, patroled Orange county to¬ 
day to protect lives and property 
against strike agitators, following 
an attack this morning in which 
strikers showered stones on a 
truck loaded with orange pickers. 

The army included sheriff’s of¬ 
ficers, special deputies, picking 
crew guards, and members of the 
California highway patrol. 

Fires Pistol 

Nearly 175 men were added to 
the armed forces last night and 
this morning, as packing house 
workers and ranch guards were 
sworn in whole.sale as deputy sher¬ 
iffs. 

One special deputy already had 
halted a group of agitators by 
firing his pistol this morning, and 
officers had in custody five men 
assertedly part of a band of 30 
which .showered stones on a truck- 
load of pickers. 

One, Carmen Perez, 28. La Hs- 
bra, was jailed and immediately 
.sentenced to 90 days for assault. 
The other four were being ques¬ 
tioned and held on a technical 
count of trespassing. They wj'e 
F. Mejia and, Jovito Barajas uf 
La Habra, and Ramon Guzman 
and Mauricio Jauregui of Alta Vis¬ 
ta camp, arrested after the fracas 
by California highway patrol of¬ 
ficers. 

Worker Injured 

The latest incident in the wavr 
of citrus strike violence occurreo 
early this morning as a truck 
loaded with pickers was going 
from Corona camp to the True- 
blood ranch. La Habra. As it 
passed through a cut in the road, 
the truck was attacked by the 
hand of strikers, perched on the 
high banks above the road. In 
the shower of stones, one worker 
was reported to have suffered a 
dislocated shoulder. 

Deputize 1.50 .5Ien 

Tony Lopez, truck driver and 
special deputy, leaped out of the 
truck, fired his pistol into the air, 
and called to the group to halt. 
They scattered, and Lopez arrest¬ 
ed Perez. 

Sheriff Logan Jackson and Dis¬ 
trict Attorney W. F. Menton last 
night addressed a meeting of 17,5 
packing house men at Fullerton, 
e.v.plaining procedure in keeping 
order. More than 150 w'ere sworn

Officials of Orange county WPA 
today began a campaign to sla.sh 
all aliens from work relief rolls. 

The move, nece.ssitatcil hy pro¬ 
visions of the emergency relief ap¬ 
propriations act of 1930, will en¬ 
tail examination of all Mexicans 
receiving work on WPA, Manager 
Dan Mulherron said. 

A confeience between cou.Jy of¬ 
ficials and Oakley Hall, labor man¬ 
ager from division hcailf|uarters at 
.San Diego, to<lay w.as expected to 
lesiill in setting up of provisions 
under which .Mexicans will be ex¬ 
amined for eligibility. 

'Po I>i‘mand Proof 

All wotkers will be requiieil to 
furnish proof of their citizen.ship, 
it was explained. 'Dio.se who came 
otiginally from .some other county 
will be aake<l to give proof of their 
legal entry, in c;ise they are resi¬ 
dent aliens. 

Questionnaires probably will be 
distributed among all worvcis. in 
the same manner that the investi- 
g.ition is being carrinl on in other 
oislricts. Any disclosures of il¬ 
legal status will re.sult in immeih- 
ate dismis.sal of the worker. 

Many 'l■■viealls 

In the three years that WPA. 
.SKFtA and other goveinrnent le- 
lief agencies have functioned in 
Orange county, this is the first 
move to certify woikers ;us to 
citizenship. 

At one lime virtually oiu: third 
of the relief load here was com- 
jio.sed of .Mexicans, and it is felt 
that many of the.se are not legal 
residents of this country. 

.Most of these ca.ses have been 
dropped from V\T‘A at this time 
for seasfuial i)!ivate employment. 
Mulherron said, and will not be 
leturning to the work rolls until 
fall 


DULUTH. Minn., Relief in 
the form of rain and a three-fold 
program of government aid 
cheered residents of drought-rav¬ 
aged agricultural sections of the 
nation today. 

Showers fell in .Southern stales 
and in the Great Lakes region. 
In many ca.ses they meant the 
difference between a fair crop and 
none at all. 

Precipitation was forecast for 
thi parched upper .Missi.ssippi val¬ 
ley.

Works Progress administrators 
in -Minnesota, the Dakotas, Mon¬ 
tana and Wyoming completed 
plana for construction of farm-to- 
market roads and water con.serv- 
ing dams. They hoped to put the 
first contingent of an army of 
50,000 cropless farmers to work 
in several days. 

In the national capital, Presi- 
ilenl Roosevelt’s sirecial drought 
committee shaped a general as¬ 
sistance program. Reports to the 
Re.settlement administration indi¬ 
cated 100,000 farm families would 
need aid.

The i^ost-Intelligencer. in a 
‘‘opyrighted story to<lay. quoted 
Zioncheck as saying he may run 
for governor of Washington this 
fall because he would have charge 
of all the in.sane a.sylums in the 
state. 

"I have been (considering that 
recently,’’ the congressman was 
quoted as saying. “Now’, since my 
experiences include in.sane a.syl- 
ums, it looks more attractive to 
me than ever. If I were governor, 
I w'ould have charge of all the in¬ 
.sane asylums in the state and I 
would get rid of a lot of these 
.so-called insanity experts." 

The new’spaptr quoted Zioncheck 
as saying he would support Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt for re-election, 
“not because of any particular 
confidence in him, but because 
there is not much else to do."

Stout, Rum Chief, Says 
He IssueiJ Ruling On 
Minor Entertainers 


SACRAMENTO, (A')-George 
Stout, liquor administrator, told 
the state board of equalization to¬ 
day it was true an order was is¬ 
sued several months ago telling 
enforcement officers not to molest 
minors employed where liquor is 
.sold, under certain conditions. 

Its purpose, he said, chiefly was 
to permit student musicians to 
work during their apprenticeship 
and to permit the continued em¬ 
ployment of college students in 
some .summer resorts during vaca¬ 
tion time. 

The "confidential not for publi¬ 
cation" notation on it he said was 
to permit liquor control agents to 
use some discretion. If the order 
had been published, he declared, it 
would have applied wholesale, 
whereas it was intended to apply 
only where in the board's opinion 
no abu.se or evil consequences 
would result. 

However, he said, there appar¬ 
ently has been an abuse of it and 
he recommended cancellation. 

Board Member Fred Stewart 
made a motion rescinding the 
order and it was passed. 


CHICAGO. f.T’i Circuit Judge 
Waiter J. Labuy today entered an 
order ending by agreement the 
$100,000 heart balm suit of Carol 
Frink against Helen Hayes, the 
actress. 

A.s the trial c:onvened for the 
afternoon .session of the third day, 
Mi.ss Frinks' lawyer, Sam Golan, 
•said: 

“.All Miss Frink wanted was 
a ehanee to tell her story so 
that her friends and those who 
worked with her would know 
what her motives were.” 

Miss Frink brought the suit in 
1932. MaeArthur married Miss 
Frink in 1920 and they were di¬ 
vorced in 1926. He married Mi.ss 
Hayes in 1928. 

MaeArthur commented; 

“I’m glad I was the goal, 
and not .Miss Hajes.” 

Miss Frink dropped the suit in 
the midst of testimony, to clear 
herself of any implication, Mi.ss 
Frink’s attorney .said, that she 
"was a gold digger."

MEDFOitl), Ma.s.s. (/t‘> A iiahy 
girl Siamese twin who lived nearly 
30 hours atlaehed to the body of 
her dead sister, died this morning. 

Dr. John 3. Vernaglia, 31-year- 
old physician, who had been pre¬ 
paring for a delicate and diffi¬ 
cult operation to .separate the 
Joined skulls of the twins, had 
announeed earlier that the five- 
ponnd girl was losing strength. 

The twins were born Wednesday 
night to Mrs. Diego Fioienzo, al¬ 
ready the mother of two normal 
children. The larger of the Siam- 
e.se twins, weighing seven pounds, 
died a few hours after birth. 

The baeks of their heads were 
Joined by a three-and-a-half-ineh 
bony growth, and Dr, Vernaglia 
.said he was uncertain whether or 
not their brain tissue wa.s eon- 
nected. 

Dr. Varnaglia said death was 


caused hy “gradual weakening and 
inabilily to a.ssimilate nouri.sh- 
menl given yesloniay.’’ 

Even hail it lieen possible to 
operate successfully, he .said, there 
wa.s only one ehanee in a thou- 
■sand that the baby would have 
lived. 

He .said he would have per¬ 
formed the operation if theie had 
appeared any likelihood the liaby 
would have survived it or if the 
body of the laiger twin had not 
been maintained in a state of good 
[U'C.servation. Tlie doctor .said the 
body of the first twin had le- 
mained in good condition and ho 
had done everything possible to 
strengthen the smaller, living 
chilli. 

Unaware that she hail given 
birth to twins, the 23-year-old 
mother lay in a Lawrence Memoi - 


ial hospital bed today recovering 
her strength. Dr. A'ernaglia .said 
she wa.s doing “nicely,” hut agreed 
with relatives that she should not 
be told. 

"We told her her baby was pre¬ 
mature," he .said. 

Since the twins’ birth the sis¬ 
ter weighing seven pounds died 
■shortly after birth the living in¬ 
fant had been fed on a formula of 
milk, water and sugar. 

Dr. Morris Fislihein, editor of 
the journal of the American Medi¬ 
cal As.sociation, .said he had never 
heard of a .successful operation to 
.separate living and dead Siamese 
twins. 

About the liclivciy of the twins 

Dr. Vernaglia thought that was 
a difficulty only a doctor would 
appreciate.

How she ran eri'ands for Harry 
Thompson after he was jailed as 
an asserted spy for Japan, and 
how she was sent away from the 
Japanese consul's office in Los 
Angeles when she brought a mes¬ 
sage there, were related today by 
Janet Ono, diminutive Japanese 
waitress. 

Miss Ono testified at the trial of 
Thompson, former Orange county 
jail prisoner, in Los Angeles dis¬ 
trict court on charges of con¬ 
spiracy to violate the espionage 
act hy selling United States navy 
■secrets to Japan, according to As¬ 
sociated Press dispatches. 

She appeared reluctant as a wit¬ 
ness, but finaily admitted the of¬ 
fice to which Thompson sent her 
from his jail cell was that of 
"Hori, the Japane.sc consul.” 

"What’s the matter with you, 
Janet?” cried a young Japanese 
man who accompanied her, jump¬ 
ing to his feet in the courtroom. 

Thomp.'-on and Lieutenant-Com¬ 
mander Toshio Miyazaki of the 
Japanese navy were indicted by 
the federal grand jury after two 
years' investigation by navy offi¬ 
cers of the a.sserted .saie of confi- 
dentiai information to Japan. 
Miyazaki, former student at Stan¬ 
ford university, is now believed to 
be instructing in the Japanese 
naval college at Tokyo. 

A motion to dismi.ss spy charges 
against Thompson was denied by 
Federal Judge I.,eon Yankwlch. 

"I am convinced,” .said the judge, 
"that there haA been more than 
ample proof that Thompson turned 
o'.-er information to a citizen of a 
foreign nation, namely Japan, and 
that that citizen was in the em¬ 
ploy of the naval establishment of 
Japan.” 

Miss Ono said she saw only the 
consul's secretary when she at¬ 
tempted to take a message there. 
The secretary, she said, told her 
"I don't know Mr. Thompson,” and 
excused her. 

At yesterday's hearing Wiliard 
Turntine, former roommate of the 
prisoner, told of visits to navy 
ships and bases, and said several 
times Thompson secured records 
and information. He said Thomp¬ 
son told him he "was working for 
the Japanese government and get¬ 
ting $200 a month and bonus" 

The prosecution expected to fin¬ 
ish its rase today.

Water Spreads Damage 
Over Wide District; 
Loss in Millions 


CUERO, Tex. —Hundreds of 
lowland people, warned hy disas¬ 
ter upstream, fled from the muddy 
waters of the notorious Guada¬ 
lupe river today and gave way 
to its ruinous spread over the 
coastal country of south Texas. 

Damage to property and to 
crops nearly ready for harvest 
mounted from the $3,000,000 mark. 
Twenty-three persons are known 
dead, mostly in the area between 
Austin and San Marcos. 

Emergenc.v Acute 
The emergency today was most 
acute between here and Victoria, 
a city of 11,000 where the low¬ 
lands appeared certain to be 
flooded. As the crest passed here 
last night, 28,000 farming acres 
were inundated and 40 negro 
homes were evacuated. Motor¬ 
boats carried the refugees to 
safety. 

Three days of devastating fioods 
in the Cuero section and in the 
region a few miles south of the 
state capital, at Austin, brought 
damage to property and crops to 
an estimated $3,000,000. 

Livestock Lons Heavy 
Definite reckoning of the total 
damage was not possible immedi¬ 
ately, but the Cuero Record esti¬ 
mated damage in this section 
alone would be near $1,000,000. 
Loss of livestock was heavy and 
crops were total losses.

During the seventeenth century 
and subsequently most occasions 
of national rejoicing were cele¬ 
brated by displays of fireworks. 
There was a fireworks display in 
Lxmdon when the peace of Aix la 
Chaoelle was celebrated in 1749.

"She was saying, 'don't hurt 
me,’ and she was crying and so 
I went around the front way and 
let myself in the front room and 
got my six shooter,” Lingo quoted 
Hender-son as saying. 

"Now, I am just a little fellow 
weighing 110 pounds and I knew 
Pat could lick me if it came to 
a fight, so I look my gun and 
went into the bedroom. 

‘Emptied (liin Into Him’ 

"I told Pat, 'you're a fine fel¬ 
low to take advantage of a 
friend's wife.' 

"Ho didn't say anything, .so I 
emptied my gun into him. 

"He started running and I ran 
after him and out in the yard 
he fell. I called the landlord and 
he didn't answer, but the people 
upstairs did and called police.”

Alibis flew right and left fol¬ 
lowing the wretched showing last 
night of the colored clowns, who 
came here as national negro 
champions with the "greatest 
softball hurler in the world" in 
Steve (Tarzan) Thornton. 

Thornton was a complete 
wash-out. The big fellow with 
the "weird curve and the fast 
hall with the hop” apparently 
had nothing except a prajer. 
Santa Ana blasted his ordinary 
offerings for 13 hits, driving 
him to cover In six innings 
after he had earned only one 
strike-out. 

And Thornton had the nerve 
after the game to remark he 
could have beaten the Stars with 
a 12 instead of 13-inch ball. It 
was the 12 -inch sphere that he 
twirled seven no-hit, no-run af¬ 
fairs last year, and set the 
world’s softball record of 25 
strikeouts in nine innings, he 
said. His opposition, no doubt, 
would have suffered in compari¬ 
son with the team that humili¬ 
ated him last night. 

Where were their “bright 
gold uniforms with blaek let¬ 
ters and blaek socks and bright 
shiny gold black caps?” The 
New Yorkers came on the field 
with dirty green and white 
outfits. They maintained they 
lost the glittering gold ones in 
their recent wreck in a cloud¬ 
burst near I.amar, Colo. Per¬ 
haps so, but didn't their press 
agent know this? 

The Globe-Trotters claimed 
they lost four or five regulars 
through illness resulting from the 
Colorado wreck. The press agent 
ignored this in his advance bally¬ 
hoo. 

"I’m washed up with these 
barn-stormers,” said one member 
of the Santa Ana commission. 
Yes, and many moons will set 
before the newspapers recom¬ 
mend another such outfit.

The 
Americans adapted them-selves 
more quickly and successfully to 
the art of plate-tossing, but a 
Swede, Harald Andei.sson, holds 
the listed world record. Suprem¬ 
acy in javelin to.ssing, first gained 
by Sweden, has since passed to 
the hands of Finlandeis, who per¬ 
fect their skill between Olympiads 
by spearing fish. 

For .some unexplained reason, 
Uncle Sams’ nephew.s have ab¬ 
sorbed the technique of discus 
to.s.sing more rapidly than javelin 
throwing. Whether due of late 
to the California coaching and 
1 climate, Americans have noml- 
I nated the event in the last three 
Olympiads and look to be well 
fortified to meet all challengers at 
Berlin. 

<'ar|H-iiler Betters World Mark 

.Such is the general Improvement 
that it appears certain the Olym¬ 
pic mark of 162 feet 4% Inches 
set by America’s John Anderson 
I in the 1932 games will be wiped 
out. Three California plate-heav¬ 
ers, Ken Carpenter, .SUnger Dunn 
. and Phil Levy, have surpa-ssed 170 
I feet this .spring. Carpenter, in the 
I N. C. A. A. championships, got off 
I a mighty toss of 173 feet, better¬ 
ing the world record held by 
Sweden’s ace. 

Tne Olympic champion hlm.self, 
su.ldenly deciding on a comeback 
this spring, exceeded his own best 
previous efforts with a throw of 
165 feet, but this may not be good 
enough to gain a place on the 
team. Paul Halleck of Ohio uni¬ 
versity has achieved 167 feet. 

Besides Harald Andersson, the 
leading European threat is Willi 
Schroeder, Germany, who has also 
excelled the listed world standard 
within the past year with a throw 
of 174 feet. 

It may not be a jinx but discus 
record-breakers haven’t had a 
great deal of success in the Olym¬ 
pics. Jim Duncan, whose world 
mark of 156 feet stood for many 
years, finished third in the 1912 
Olympics at Stockholm. The Uni¬ 
versity of Washington giant, Paul 
.Jessup, achieved a world record 
throw of 169 feet RIk inches in 
our 1900 national championships, 
but two years later he didn’t even 
make the Olympic team. The late 
Eric Krenz, Stanford ace and 
champion at the time, failed to 
qualify in his specialty in the 192S 
final American tryouts. 

Yanks ’Wn.v Behind 

America’s javelin hurlers have 
improved to such an extent that 
three have surpassed the national 
record this spring, but they are 
still .so far behind Finland’s best 
that there’s little comparison 
Matti Jarviiien, the bespectacled 
Olympic champion, lately achieved 
better than 253 feet, breaking his 
own world record. Aside from his 
countrymen, Jarvinen’s only seri¬ 
ous rival appears to be Germany’s 
Gerhard Stoeck, who has exceeded 
240 feet. 

Alton Terry, a Texas collegian, 
got off the best throw by an 
American star ever measured 
when he won the N.C.A.A. title at 
226 feet 2'% inches This is an 
Improvement over the record he 
■set at the Drake relays and indi¬ 
cates Terry is the No. 1 U. S. 
hope to gather a point or two in 
this event. 

Bob Parke of Oregon and Lee 
Bartlett, the Michigan veteran, 
may complete our Olympic trio. 
They have both done around 223 
feet. Manhattan’s Horace (Hop) 
O’Dell, the national A.A.U. cham¬ 
pion. and Iowa’s Mark Panther 
are other contenders.

Mixing ‘World’s Largest Salad 


Rubinoff Violin Music to 
Be Featured Also on 
KVOE Program 


BIG MEADOWS. Va., Wl -De¬ 
scribing: the Shenandoah National 
park as part of a program of the 
"joint husbandry of our human re¬ 
sources and our natural resources,” 
President Roosevelt today dedi¬ 
cated the 180,000-acre tract amid 
the peaks of the Blue Ridge. 

From a .stand in a natural am¬ 
phitheater .3.500 feet above .sea 
level, the chief executive reviewed 
the work of the Civilian Conserva¬ 
tion Corps in developing the huge 
tract and declared: 

“In by-gone yeans we have .seen 
the terrible tragedy of our age - 
tbe tragedy of waste. Waste of our 
people, waste of our land. It was 
neither the will nor the destiny of 
our nation that this waste of hu¬ 
man and material resources should 
continue. That was the compelling 
reason that led us to put our idle 
people to the task of ending the 
waste of our land." 

From Secretary Ickcs came an 
expre.ssion of hope that federal 
money would be provided for es¬ 
tablishing national parks in the 
East comparable to those in the 
West. 

After a friendly reference fr, 
former President Herbert Hoover 
for adding his Rapidan camp to 
the Shenandoah park acreage, 
Ickes recalled that the federal pol¬ 
icy of requiring donations of al¬ 
most all the land for new national 
parks made it especially difficult 
to establish them in the East. 


DAYTON, Ohio, l/Pi- "Flying 
heels” for airplanes in the strato¬ 
sphere have been announced at the 
material division of the U. S. 
Army Air Corps at Wright field. 

The "heels” use the kick in the 
engine exhau.se through a super¬ 
charger to drive planes in the 
stratosphere. They enable U. S. 
army planes to outperform any 
others in the world at high alti¬ 
tudes. 

Driven By Exhaust 

This supercharger is a small 
I ferris wheel, driven on the turbine 
1 principle, by jets of exhaust gas. 
It attains the almost incredible 
' speed of 40.000 revolutions a min¬ 
ute under the impact of exhau.st 
gases striking tiny vanes. 

At that velocity the wheel is a 
centrifugal air pump, which com- 
pre.sses air for the engine carbure¬ 
tor. The compressed air contains 
more oxygen than the rarefied at¬ 
mosphere of the .stratosphere, 
which IS insufficient for good en¬ 
gine combustion. 

In the stratosphere this super¬ 
charger compresses the air to sea 
: level density. It is light in weight 
i and runs on power otherwi.se 
I wasted. It is the most efficient 
^ device yet invented to gather oxy- 
■ gen from the thin air of the strato- 
; sphere. The model under develop- 
: ment at the material division was 
invented by the General Electric 
company and the material division. 

“Heels” Used High t'p 

The old type supercharger is an 
air comprc.s.sor geared to the en¬ 
gine, Gears do not run fa.st enough 
for the speeds needed for gather¬ 
ing enough oxygen at exceedingly 
high altitudes. The new "heels” 
are used mainly above the 20,000- 
foot level. 

With their aid army planes have 
risen at record-breaking speeds to 
altitudes of ,80,000 feet. This is ap¬ 
parently far under the ceiling of 
I the flying heels. The test pilots 
made the.se ascents in open cock¬ 
pit planes, unequipped with bxy- 
I gen apparatus to enable the men 
I to stand more than .'iO.OOO feet.

By 1924, Roosevelt also had returned 
to politics and he created something 
of a sensation when he made his way 
to the Democratic national convention 
platform in Madison Square Garden 
placed in nomination the name of 
Alfred E. Smith.

The rebuff which the Democrats had met when Presi¬ 
dent Wil.son appealed for a Democratic congress in the 
1918 elections had shaken the party, but the nomi¬ 
nating convention in San Franci.sco in 1920 found 
Franklin D. Roosevelt fighting for selection of man to 
head the ticket who would carry on President Wilson's 
ideals. James M. Cox of Ohio was named, and Roose¬ 
velt was nominated for vice-president. He is .shown 
here with Cox, right. 


The years following Roosevelt's grave illness are a 
record of his long struggle to overcome effects of the 
disease. Again active in business in 1924 but on 
< rutches, he went to Warm Springs, Ga., a rundown 
summer resort, in the waters of which he swam and 
discovered them greatly beneficial to his paralysis. 
His interest in Warm Springs and his many visits 
started it on its way to the famous health resort and 
medical center it now is. 


After defeat in the elections of 1920, Roosevelt re¬ 
turned to private life, assumed other interests, among 
them the Boy Scouts, with a group of whom he is here 
shown. In August, 1921, during a short vacation at 
Campobello, New Brunswdek, Roosevelt finished a day 
of hiking with a dip in the icy waters of the Bay of 
P'undy. Two days later, .specialists from Bar Harbor 
and Boston, concurred in a dread diagnosis ... he was 
.stricken with infantile paralysis.

Keep Hair 
Healthy 

By JACQUELINE HUNT 

Haven't you seen them—top- 
knots so silken, shiny and alive 
that you could hardly resist touch¬ 
ing them? I do not believe there 
is anything so exciting and lovely 
to look at as a really healthy head 
of hair. 

From the letters I receive ask¬ 
ing for help with hair problems, I 
believe that all of you would like 
a little information on the funda¬ 
mental principles of caring for the 
hair and perhaps something about 
the hair itself. 

The behavior of the oil glands 
and the condition of the hair itself 
depend on good general health, an 
active circulation of blood in the 
scalp and intelligent external care. 
The latter includes thorough 
cleanliness and stimulation 
through shampoos, brushing, mas¬ 
saging and the proper use of ton¬ 
ics or other preparations. 

Women often ask how often one 
should shampoo. There is no better 
answer than "When your hair is 
dirty.” This varies with your loca¬ 
tion, the time of year and your 
occupation. The average woman 
with normal hair will find that her 
hair needs washing about every 
ten days. 

Usually any good plain soap or 
liquid shampoo that lathers freely 
in warm water may be used. Very 
dry hair sometimes reacts best to 
melted castile soap than to one of 
the soapless oil shampoos if you 
live in hard-water districts. An an¬ 
tiseptic soap, such as tar soap or 
tincture of green soap, added to 
ordinary liquid soap is best for 
very oily hair. 

For your rinse, you can use 
nothing better than soft, pure 
rainwater like grandmother used 
to catch in her rain barrel. If you 
cannot use this, lemon juice or 
vinegar added to the last rinse 
water will help to do the same 
thing for you.
